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INTRODUCTION

. o
This report lists the important Soviet organizations, societies, and clubs
located in Changhai and Tientsin, a8 mentioned in the Shanghai Russian-language
newspaper Novaye Zhizn' from 25 June 1950 to 28 February 1951, Menbership in
these groupt is extended only to. recognized citizens of the Soviet Union. In
addition, the nasmes of known Soviet cit: .ens residing in these two cities and a
small number of key Soviet officiels living in other cities in East China are

included.

This report was compiled exclusively from Novaya Zhizn', the only Russian-
language newspaper published in the Russian colony in Shanghai. Kumbers in pa-
rentheses refer to the appended list of dates.of the issues from which the in-

formation was taken.

Although more than 200 Soviet personalitles are listed, this compilation '
is by no means complete. It is limlted %o known Soviet political and diploma-
tic officisls, specisl advisers and techniclans, and various professional peo-
ple. The list, therefore, does not include the many tradesmen, merchents, .. . .
shopkeepers, and other less noteble Soviet citizens, who collectively consti- .
tute a sizable portion of the populetion in both Shanghai and Tientsin. '

The most important Soviet organization an eaich of these cities is the As-
gociation of Soviet Citlzens. Mewbership in the Shanghai association is be- .
tween 1,500 and 2,000 people; in the T4entsin, 1,000-1,500, The administrative
and operational structure of the association 1s approximately the same in both
cities. It has been estsblished as & model organization, and its organiza-
tional framework has been adopted by muost of affilisted organizations on a mod-

ified scale. ‘
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In the Shanghai branch, the council functions as the policy-making unit,
while in Tientsin, the Board of Directors has this function. Since the organi-
zational strusture 18 approximately the same for both cities, the appended
breakdown covers only the Shanghal branch. Of the affiliated and wiscellaneous
Soviet organizations which are listed, there is evidence that many branches are

also located in 7T .entsin.(1, 2, 3)
